1 . Claims 13-24, 29, 31-39, 44, 46-49, 55, 57-63 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not teach obtaining two images of similar image information 
from two uncalibrated sources; superimposing lines formed on said images to rectify the 
two images relative to one another to form rectified images; using said rectified images 
to form three-dimensional information by forming a disparity map of three dimensional 
information for specified coordinates of matching pixels; wherein said using comprises 
forming a three-dimensional surface indicative of three-dimensional information 
contained in said two images, and forming a variable which indicates a likelihood of 
error in said three-dimensional surface; and wherein said forming a variable comprises 
forming a plurality of seed voxels which have a probability of being correct greater than 
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a specified amount which makes it unlikely that the voxels will not be correct, and 
tracing a surface of said plurality of seed voxels.
